LONDON, July 13—(CP)—The 
Nazi-controlled Paris radio broad- 
cast a report today that two Cana- 
dian contingents have arrived in 
North Africa to reinforce the Brit- 
ish army but have not yet taken 
part in the fighting. 

Enemy sources on previous occa- 
sions have reported the presence of 
Canadian troops on various fronts, 
but these reports have always 
turned out to have no foundation in 
fact. In March, 1941, for instance, 
Virginio Gayda, Fascist editor, iden- 
tified British troops landing in 
Greece as “an almost complete divi- 
sion of Canadians.”

Fair Week 


This is Fair Week in Edmonton, by 
long tradition the occasion on which “City 
and Country meet.” This year’s Fair is the 
64th in the series, which began in 1878. 

The Edmonton of that distant day 
had not been incorporated as a city, town 
or village. It had no connection with the 
outside world save by telegraph line, the 
ox cart and the stage coach. The fur trad- 
ing post was evolving into a small business 
community serving scattered settlements 
of pioneer farmers. 

A Fair was organized, partly in order 
that settlers might be encouraged and 
induced to compare their products and 
thus find out what the new country would 
produce, but mainly as a rallying place 
and time where the few hundred inhabi- 
tants. of the district would meet, renew 
acquaintances, and enjoy a break in the 
routine of isolation and hard work. 

These two purposes have been served 
by the Fair ever since. It has been and is a 
combination of exhibition and_ holiday 
event. Times and conditions have changed, 
but these are still the basic reasons for the 
Fair. That they still are adequate reasons 
is shown by the fact that this is now and 
has been for many years the greatest 
agricultural show in western Canada. 

This year’s Fair will of necessity be 
different in many respects, The grounds 
have been largely requisitioned for war 
purposes. The all-round exhibition of 
peacetime is not possible. But the Fair 
goes on, both as an exhibition and as an 
opportunity for an outing. If the enter- 
tainment features this year overshadow 
the strictly “show” features, that is in- 
evitable in the circumstances, a tempor- 
ary unbalance which will be corrected 
when peace times return.

Auchinleck Struck First 


General Auchinleck has taken the 
offensive, and the interrupted battle of 
Egypt is raging again. It is significant 
that the Empire forces struck first, and 
the despatches indicate that the object 
is not so much to chase the enemy troops 
back into the desert as to surround and 
“eliminate” them. 

For a week the armies had been dead- 
locked, like two tired wrestlers. They were 
too evenly matched, and too exhausted 
for either to force the fighting, and raids 
and counter raids made up the record 
while each played for time and waited for 
reinforcements. 

That both have received some 
forcements is probable. Though his 
ceiving ports and communication lines are

under constant air attack, it is unlikely 
Rommel has been prevented smuggling 


through both men and supplies in limited 
numbers and quantities. That Auchinleck 
has been reinforcing the Sth army from 
the 9th is known. He evidently “got the 
most men there first,” since he broke the 
stalemate with a general attack. 

Whatever he started to do, that 
Rommel could push ahead to the Nile and 
capture the Suez canal if he should win 
at El Alamein is less likely than it would 
have been a week ago. There has been, no 
doubt, a regrouping of defence forces 
farther back in Egypt with that possibil- 
ity in view, and also with an eye on the 
Axis parachute troops stationed in Crete. 

The chance is at least as good that 
Rommel will lose his army as that he will 
get to the Nile or the canal. If he is de- 
feated in the circumstances, an attempted 
retreat may well turn out to be the story 
of Graziani’'s retreat all over again, He is a 
long way from any base safe enough from 
attack to give him time to rebuild his 
forces. 


They Should Share Up 


The wartime prices and trade board 
has made a ruling that when manufact- 
urers and dealers find new ways to lower 
the cost of producing and distributing 
goods they must pass along the saving to 
the customers 

The ruling may be self-defeating, 
since it appears to deprive producers and 
distributors of any financial inducement 
to try to cut down costs. It might ac- 
complish more if they were only required 
to share savings with their customers— 
not to hand along the entire fruits of their 
own efforts toward economy in producing 
and delivering géods 

The purpose of the order is altogether 
to the good, not only the good of the con- 
sumers but of the manufacturers and 
dealers as well. One of the prime causes 


of the severe depression which afflicted 
the country during the last decade was 


that manufacturers had not shared with 
their patrons the savings effected by 
mass production and modernized methods. 

On the contrary, as cheaper produc- 


ing methods were discovered, the benefits 


\ 


were pretty generally kept by the manu- 
facturers themselves; the increased earn- 
ing power of their plants was ased earn: | 
by stock increases which did not represent 
fresh investment; and the retail prices of 
goods were held up to the former level. 
Not infrequently mass production resulted 
in the consumers having to pay more for 
goods than when these had been turned 
out by hand labor and other time-consum- 
ing processes.

system. If so, we shall be much more like- 
ly to escape the agonies of another period 
of stagnation and unemployment. it will

‘Nazi Sabotage

Here’s Uncle Sam’s ingenious answer to the need for 
quickly built auxiliary landing “fields” for military air- 


craft. Called a “flight strip”, it is an ordinary auto highway 

which is given added width by army engineers.

Jne job of war plant construction that didn’t let itself be 
stymied by the steel shortage is buzzing merrily along. 
Instead of waiting weeks for construction steel to come 
through, the contractor went back to “the good old days” 
and used wood throughout the new Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation's new plant for warplane engines, ‘somewhere 
in New Jersey.’ Result: at least two months is gained in 
production time, The huge, specially-designed building was 
ready for machinery installation 45 working days after 
construction started, Girders, columns and planking, in- 
cluding the roof, are of wood, the only substantial use of 
structural steel being to hold up masonry above doors and 
windows. The fire hazard has been minimized by using 
tough, slow-burning wood and treating vulnerable parts 
of the building with fire-resisting chemicals. Employment 
of carpenters on the job released scores of skilled steel 
workers for work on shipping and other vital war products.
